GENERAL  PRQVISI ON  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES . 

( 1  )  LABORATORY  services. 

Specimens  for  bacteriological  investigation  were  sent 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratories ' at  Northampton  ard  Bedford, 
Specimens  for  qualitative  and  quantitative  analysis  were 
sent  to  London. 

(2)  AMBULANCE  SERVICES. 

This  service,  which  is  controlled  by  the  County  Health 
Department  maintains  two  motor  ambulances  and  one  sitting 
case  car  in  Newport  Pagnell,  supplemented  if  necessary  by 
ambulances  from  other  areas  in  North  Bucks, 

( 3 )  HOME  NURSING  AND  MIDWIFERY . 

The  District  Nurses  in  the  Newport  Pagnell  Rural  Area 
carried  out  their  duties  in  their  usual  conscientious  manner, 

(4)  CLINICS. 


(a)  Child  Welfare  Centres: - 

There  are  five  static  Welfare  Centres  serving 
the  district.  They  are  located  as  follows :- 

Castlethor po« ( once  monthly)  Olney.  (twice  monthly) 

Hanslope.  (once  monthly)  Woburn  Sands,  (twice  monthly) 

Newport  Pagnell .( twice  monthly) 

In  addition  the  following  villages  were  visited 
monthly  by  the  Mobile  Welfare  Unit:-

The  District  Nurse  and  Health  Visitor  attended 
each  session  and  a  Medical  Officer  attended  once  a  month.  In 
addition  to  the  normal  work  of  a  Child  Welfare  Centre,  immuniza¬ 
tion  against  Dipthoria  and  Whooping  Cough  was  also  carried  out. 
These  Centres  have  done  excellent  work  during  the  year  and  total 
attendances  of  children  was  4>554»  I  should  like  to  draw  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  valuable  work  done  by  the  Ladies  Voluntary  Committees 
at  these  centres. 

(b) 

Chest  Clinics :- 

Administered  jointly  by  the  County  Health  Department 
and  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  Chost  Clinics  serving  this 
area  are  held  at  Wolverton  and  Bletchley.  A  specialist  in 
Chest  Diseases  attends  once  a  month  and  these  Clinics  are  doing 
excellent  work  particularly  in  the  fight  against  Tuberculosis. 

(c)  Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

This  Clinic  administered  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  is  held  twice  monthly  at  Wolverton  Road,  Newport  Pagnell.

SECTION  C 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


(A)  WATER. 

SOURCES  OP  SUPPLY.  -  OLNEY, 

The  yield  from  this  supply  has  been  adequate  for  the  needs 
of  the  northern  area  of  the  district  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
rainfall  for  the  1954-1955  period  was  above  normal  and  consist ant, 
no  periods  of  drought  were  recorded. 

The  installation  of  a  submersible  pump  in  May  last  year  at 
Wood  Lane,  Hanslope,  source  has  greatly  assisted  in  the  maintaining 
of  supplies  and  pressures  to  the  fringe  areas  on  the  northern  area. 

Chlorination  of  supplies  has  been  carried  out  and  regular 
quarterly  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  treated  water  have 
been  submitted  for  analysis  by  the  Public  Health  Department,  all 
of  which  have  proved  very  satisfactory. 


GREAT  LINFORD  SOURCE. 

The  supply  has  been  adequately  maintained  throughout  the  year. 
Regular  quarterly  Bacteriological  Examination  of  the  chlorinated 
water  have  been  taken  and  have  proved  satisfactory  in  all  cases. 

The  change  over  of  consumers  ’  services  from  the  old  main  to 
the  new  3M  main  is  being  proceeded  with,  as  labour  becomes  available 
a  number  have  been  dealt  with  including  the  Council’s  recently 
completed  Housing  Estate.  The  proposal  to  lay  a  main  from  Woolstone 
for  the  improvement  of  quality  of  water  to  be  supplied  to  the  village 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  Council's  Consulting  Engineers,  plans  and 
Sections  are  being  prepared. 

HAVERSHAM  SOURCE . 

A  constant  supply  has  been  maintined  throughout  the  year,  with 
the  exception  of  a  few  occasions  when  temporary  breakdown  of  the 
supplies  occurred  due  to  electrical  faults  at  the  Punping  Station. 
Supplies  have  been  regularly  chlorinated  and  all  samples  on  examin¬ 
ation  have  proved  very  satisfactory  in  all  cases. 

TYR INGHAM  -  PRIVATE  SUPPLY. 

Arising  from  another  matter  in  which  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  were  called  upon  to  assist,  samples  of  the  water  supply  wero  take 
and  submitted  for  Bacteriological  Examination.  These  proved  unsatis¬ 
factory  and  the  owners  of  the  Tyringham  Estates  were  advised  to  instal 
a  plant  for  chlorination. 

This  was  done  and.  regular  samples  have  since  been  sent  for 
examination  all  of  which  have  been  very  satisfactory. 

BIRCHMOOR  SOURCE, 

Supplies  to  the  Southern  Area  from  this  source  have  been  ade-. 
quately  maintained  throughout  the  year  with  the  exception  of  times 
when  inconvenience  to  consumers  was  caused  through  broken  mains  on  the 
distribution  system.  The  greatest  number  of  these  occur  when  the 
ground  in  which  they  are  laid  becomes  water-bogged,  usually  in  the 
months  of  October  to  February.  The  quality  of  this  water  has 
remained  satisfactory  throughout  the  year.  Arrangements  have  been 
made  and  work  is  to  be  carried  out  on  the  installation  of  a  lime 
dosing  plant  at  the  Birchmoor  Oource  Works  to  raise  the  P.H,  value 
of  the  water  which  is  at  present  inclined  to  be  acid  and  has  a  ten¬ 
dency  to  react  on  pipes  and  fittings,  causing  internal  corrosion 
and  pi umbo  solvency. 


SECTION'  G _ (Pont . ) 


REGIONAL  SCHEME. 

The  Council  have  commenced  this  scheme  and  progress  is 
satisfactory.  The  completion  of  the  scheme  is  expected  by 
about  the  autumn.  The  whole  of  the  area  will  then  bo  aug¬ 
mented  by  12",  10",  8" ,  and  7"  trunk:  mains,  inter  connections 
being  made  at  various  f o jal  points.  The  smaller ' sou rces  of 
supply  will  become  redundant  when  the  scheme  is  put  into  opera¬ 
tion*

This  sample  is  practically  clear  and  bright  in  appearance, 
neutral  in  reaction  and  free  from  iron  and  other  metals.  Tho 
water  is  very  hard  in  character  though  not  excessively  so  and  it 
contains  no  excess  of  salinity  or  mineral  constituents  in  solution. 
It  is  of  satisfactory  organic  quality  but  it  carries  an  appreciable 
number  of  bacteria,  and  Bact.  coli  are  present  in  minimal  number. 
The  water  is  considered  wholesome  in  character  and  suitable  for 
drinking  and  domestic  source  concerned  is  in  the  nature  of  a  public 
supply.

This  sample  is  reasonably  clear  and  bright  in  appearance 
and  free  from  metals  apart  from  a  negligible  trace  of  iron. 

The  water  is  decidedly  on  the  acid  side  of  neutrality  and  soft 
in  character.  A  corrosive  tendency  towards  metals  would  there¬ 
fore  be  expected.  The  content  of  free  carbon  dioxide  appears  to 
be  less  than  representative  for  the  unaerated  supply.  The  water 
contains  no  excess  of  salinity  or  mineral  constituents  in  solution 
and  it  is  of  the  highest  standard  of  organic  quality. 

Apart  from  the  objection  to  corrosive  characteristics  and 
from  the  aspect  of  the  chemical  analysis,  these  results  are  indi¬ 
cative  of  a  pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  public  supply 
purp  os  es.
